a. Your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request of March 29, 2001, for records 
pertaining to East Germany Intelligence Services MO, ZF400208W. Your request was received 
in this office on May 7, 2001. 

b. Our letter of April 20, 2001, informing you that we needed additional time to review the 
records and that we were unable to comply with the statutory 20-day time limit in processing 
your request. 

c. Our letter dated May 17, 2001, informing you that various records from your request of 
March 29, 2001 were forwarded to the National Archives and Records Administration. 

d. Our letter of March 23, 2006, re-assuring you that we are still reviewing the records you 
requested and will respond to you once the review has been completed. 

We have completed a mandatory declassification review in accordance with Executive Order 
(EO) 12958, as amended. As a result of our review, information has been sanitized from the 
record, and 114 pages are denied in their entirety, as the information is currently and properly 
classified SECRET and CONFIDENTIAL according to Sections 1.2 (a)(2), 1.2(a)(3), 1.4(b), 
l,4(c) and 1.4(d) of EO 12958, as amended. This information is exempt from the public 
disclosure provisions of the FOIA pursuant to Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(1). On March 9, 1999, 
the President exempted the files series in which these records are maintained from the automatic 
declassification provisions of EO 12958, as amended, Section 3.4, pertaining to classified 
records more than 25 years old. It is not possible to segregate meaningful portions of the 
withheld pages for release. A brief description of the applicable sections follows: 



Section 1.2(a)(2) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information shall be classified 
SECRET if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause serious 
damage to the national security. 

Section 1.2(a)(3) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information shall be classified 
CONFIDENTIAL if its unauthorized disclosure reasonably could be expected to cause 
damage to the national security. 

Section 1.4(b) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information pertaining to foreign 
government information shall be considered for classification protection. 

Section 1.4(c) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information pertaining to intelligence 
activities, intelligence sources or methods, and cryptologic information shall be considered 
for classification protection. 

Section 1.4(d) of EO 12958, as amended, provides that information pertaining foreign 
relations or foreign activities of the United States, including confidential sources shall be 
considered for classification protection. 

Information has been sanitized as the release of the information would result in an 
unwarranted invasion of the privacy rights of the individuals concerned, this information is 
exempt from the public disclosure provisions of the FOIA per Title 5 U.S. Code 552 (b)(6). 

The withholding of the information described above is a partial denial of your request. This 
denial is made on behalf of Major General John Defreitas, III, the Commanding General, U.S. 
Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial Denial Authority for Army 
intelligence investigative and security records under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this 
decision to the Secretary of the Army. If you wish to file an appeal, you should forward it to this 
office. Your appeal must be post marked no later than 60 calendar days from the date of this 
letter. After the 60-day period, the case may be considered closed; however, such closure does 
not preclude you from filing litigation in the courts. 

During the processing of your request, records were disclosed that originated with other 
government agencies. This office has no authority to release these records; therefore, they are 
being referred, along with your request, for appropriate action under the FOIA, and direct reply 
to you. 
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Additionally, during the processing of your request, records and excerpts were disclosed that 
originated with other government agencies. This office has no authority to release these records 
and excerpts; therefore, we will inform you as to the releasability of the information upon 
completion of our coordination.

Explanation of Exemptions 



Freedom of Information Act :

t The main office in TcLTQh, its branches and subbranch were all 

in some way subject to the supervision of the Ministry for State Security 
( Minis teriuai fuer StaAtsaicherheit — Kf3), either b> HfS employees permanently 
aseignea to tne concern or by normal plant employees who were responsible 

for making reports to the local HfS offices. Source knew that none of the 
eubbranchos had any rooms set apart fox the use of the HfS* employees of 
the subbranchea informed him that they never detectea any particular persons 
or persons irot: amon£ tneir coil^wgueb whe appear «o to have received assign- 
ments as informer*, but they were convinces from various small + 
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lacldaots that whatever went on In the concern was report «d bj members of the 
S£D (jjoaialiatischs ainheits-Fertei Deutechlenda — ->ocialiet Unity party of 
Germany) or female cleaners. These women had eccoss to all part* of the 
buildings and wer* inveterate gossips. Moreover, eome of them were S£D 
members* 

Source kns* that tne braiici. In his hoj.ie town Th^fc^fahlnTiiiuv did not 
have any KfS fulltime employees installed in the plant, although it was 
en^a^eo in production anu had 300 personnel . It we^ one of the aaaller 
branches, anc its production was not of strategic importance, Kembers 
of the firm thought that as ttw MfS office in the neighboring county teem 
JUcl^ibOG (5200W-130^a) (UT6C62) did not have much to do, since incidents 
were not frequent in the arse, the MfS duties were taken over by the County 
Office in JUaTiavbOG, which had its Sal> Informer* among the employees of the 
branch. The other tranches in Lcjmc, COTTUfo* PIivNA and bTKi.LSUM), so far 
as Source could recall from hearsay In his own branch, ell had a permanent 
MfS section. 

His own branch in £*bT btfcLlh" shared a builAin^ with ths above mentioned 
Wb hegolungetechnik una Opt lie end with a subordinate Institute for Control 
Technique KAST hmkLln (inatitut fuer kegelungstechnik EKKUK) • According 
to Source, the Institute worked to a great extant on orders for the £ast 
German Army, uetaile of which wer« secret. The MSI BalOJH branch of ths 
lalTOb enterprise had 250 employees, the V*B 200, and its subordinate Insti- 
tute 200 also. For the whole building there was a room occupied b, four full- 
time KfS employees, nemes unknown. Their duties were to supervise the work, 
guard against sabotage, and espionage and to ensure the security of all 
documents. Mors particularly in the case of the Institute employees, they 
investigated the private lives of the personnel and monitored telephone calls 
In the office. They did not wear uniforms, were very discreet anc reserved 
in their manner, ana when they spoke to workers Inside the office they did 
so without producing a pass. There was no production carried on in the 
LAST U&Ut« building, but Source was informed that when new instruments were 
being produced in other branches or in TuLTC* , allsdgeo production workers 
arrived on some pretext and mingled with the regular employees* It was 
obvious from their manner and the mis an state of tlwir overalls that they 
were not workers in any other branch or factory, but wer* there to prevent 
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The technicians of the mAST fcahUli branch, institute ana VLB worked in 
small rooam ei<6 *ere not supervised directly by the KfS during the day. 
After work, the MfS visitso the rooms on a spot check basis. A particular 
room was lot visiteo ever) day. Source considered that s thorough cheik on 
each roou we* carried out once or twice a month* to hen performing overtime, 
he observed the MfS emplojees making their rounds two at a time. They saw 
that docunente and smaller instruments were put away in eealed safes. Larger 
instruments were left out in a sealed room. It was sometimes noticed that 
safes had teen opened and reeealed between the close of work and the follow* 
ing morning. 



If a member of toe branch or YB3 wee out of favor, his family, frlsnds, 
free-time activities and mail were investigates, also his phone calls. + 
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certainly In the office* perhaps aleo at home. A* a rule, however, only the 
employees of the Institute, which was concerned with military orders , ware 
subject to cloaa screening, employees informed Source that they observed 
that tha> wara neing ahadowoa. Thair families related that atrsnger* had 
viaiteu them and entered into conversations, sometimes without disclosing their 
identity, but by showing ait Hf5 peas whan the quaatlona ware of a searching 
nature* The conversations of most occupanta of the building ware in the 
opinion of Source monitor a., only lit exceptional eaaas for a particular reason. 
Thara waa a central exchange for the three agencies working in the building , 
and Source wau informed by a telephone technician that conversations of Insti- 
tute employee* were regularly Intercepted in the KfS room. 

Source heard iron colleagues that in 1967* before he Joined the 
enterprise* The mAST bbiXIU branch designee an air-conditioning syaten, which 
waa constructed In TmUTOl . It wa* destined for the Foreign Ministry, Mar*- 
iin^ele-f lats. The persona working on the project were not particularly a up or- 
vieea by the KfS, but when the equipment waa being Installed at the Ministry, 
the workers were subject to constant HfZ vigilance, exactly by whoa Source did 
not know. Just before the propose** Inauguration of the system, a fire broke 
out and oausea great damage to the equipment* All the workers and engineers 
concerned were c rose-examined and for sone time afterwards cloasly watcheo 
during their dally activities, not by the KfS employees of the enterprise, but 
by HfS specially sent by the Ministry of the Interior* So far as the colleagues 
of Source Knew, the cause of the fire *aa never ascertained. 
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The VaL Geraats - una heglerwcrk TiiLTO* and all its branches outaiue 
of E*\b?i twivUK had a Plant Militia (Kampfisruppe) at IX) I. according to 
colleagues of Source, the groups ware in existence several jeers before he 
joinea the enterprise in 1966* Only the SaST UaII* branch held out success- 
fully against proposals to form a militia. The branch was In this respect 
cons leered the black sheep of the enterprise. The Institute and the VSB in the 
Same building had their militia* who were obserTeu setting out In their uniforms 
for training at unknown locations , yet the branch in gAST UEhLXk fliu nothing! 
Source did not know the strength of these militia groups, and could only aay 
that they wore the usual gray uniforms anu ?ere arskw with unknown carbines and 
submachliM* guns. Their equipment was stored unguarcsd in a eealeo room in the 
basement of the building. Details of trainiiig and .n^tructore ware- unknown. 

One of the reasons why the t+£1 wwdJii branch had no mxlitia was ai> 
alaost complete lack of interest • The tecnnlcel devalopme.it section xhere 
Source worked had only four SjLD members out of 2a total personnel. The brand.

the themes discussed in this office. I sa aware that violation of this pledge 
can be punished under the K German laws.

Source was required to sign this statement and soon afterwards the NfS 
official began conversing with him in a more outspoken manner. Source was told 
to report to the MfS all anti-government statements by soldiers/ using a cover 
name and submitting his reports only through the mail. Source was again warned 
not to reveal to anybody ^ the subjects discussed or his visit to the IffS office. 
He was told to prepare a Personal History assume and a separate list of all 
relatives residing In K and V Germany, and to bring both to4he NfS office the 
following evening. 

Source returned home, considered the NfS offer, and decided not to accept. 
The next evening he informed the MfS off lo lei that he did not intend to betray 
his future friends and therefore was not willing/accept the proposed role. 

The official reacted furiously. He first tried to persuade Source to 
reconsider by pointing out the simplicity and haralessness of the informer role 
and the fast/ that the entire affair would be handled In a discrete manner. 
He then began questioning Source about the reasons for his refusal and wanting to 
know why he did not refuse from the very beginning. The NfS official aeeaed to 
be disturbed over the reasons that led Source to decline, and about the fact that 
Source had gained a foretaste of MRS activities in the BOA: He ended the 
conversation by saying that he could not compel 1 Source to work for the NfS and 
again impressing oh hia never to disclose any of the information known to him.

Source asserted that there are 
two main reasons for the omission of name* as follows x

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a. Older Editions 

The law which made it a crime to defect or-attempt to defect 
from E Germany was enacted in 19.59 (?) while the law defining treason -and 
desertion from the armed forces was enacted earlier, 1958 (?)• Many omissions 
of the names of wanted persona may be due to the fact that the individual 
defected prior- to the enaction of these laws. 

. b* Other Possibilities 

The omission of names of defectors from an up-to-date Fahn- 
dungsbuch can be explained in only one or two ways* as follows: 

t - 

(1) An individual may have been on leave or vacation, follow- 
ing which he may have been sick, and unable to report back to his job or 
duty station* Through carelessness his absence may not have been properly 
explained. Since only the Attorney General 1 a office can authorize an action 
resulting in the inclusion of the individual's name, a preliminary search 
may have been underway at the time the book was printed, the results of 
which were at that time inconclusive to warrant including the individual 1 s 
name as a definite defector. 

(2) The name may have been omitted through a printer's error. 

(3) The individual may have been assigned to a covert mission .

Other than the Sechfahndungsbuch (ii6t of stolen or lost items), 
there are no Other books of this type. There ere special Searches for 
individuals which are initiated to make an immediate search for a missing 
person but the names of such individuals are not printed in any list but 
given by telephone or telegraphic means* A notice that an individual is 
wanted initiates action by interested authorities in a designated Kreis, 
Bezirk or even country-wide, but it is broken off after 48 hours or sooner 
if it is determined that the wanted person has successfully escaped. This 
- is the so-called Sonderfahndung referred to in Par 3 of this report. Only 
in exceptional oases is such a special search continued beyond a 46 hour 
. period} such cases are governed by the importance of the individual and/or 
absolute proof has been established that the Individual has successfully 
defeoted.

2. Missions assigned to Source by the MfSi 

a. About two weeks after his release from prison, Source met with 
his handling agent, Fnu 1 b6 | a Junior Lieutenant, ilfS office, ZOSSEN, 
as previously instructed* The meeting took place in a forest in MAHLOY/ UU9103J, 
GDR, a suburb of BERLIN. Source received the mission to go to a certain 
address in BERLItf-Charlottenburg (British Sector) to verify a name on the 
door of an apartment building there. In case of an emergency, Source was 
given an MfS telephone number to call, which he cannot recall. Source 
accomplished this mission but cannot recall the exact address or the name 
that he found there. Source reported to his handling agent two weeks leter 
in UABLOW and was instructed to submit a written report including a detailed 
description of the apartment building. The subsequent missions assigned to 
Source from July 1955 to early 1956 were of a general nature, such as, re- 
ports on the general political attitude of his fellow employees and general 
public reaction to the various laws and actions taken by the GDR government. 
Source, on two or three occasions went to certain BERLIN (Soviet Sector) 
restaurants to. report on the general conversation of the patrons. The 
meetings with his handling agent were usually in the forest at MAHLOW, taking 
place approximately every eight weeks by mutual agreement. Source's handling 
agent also contacted him at Source's residence in BERLIN (Soviet Sector) and 
a few times he sent telegrams arranging for special meetings* 

b. In early 1956 the missions became more specific and the meeting 
place was switched to a room on the second floor of a one family dwelling. 
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This house was. located in BLANKENFELDE UU9131, GDR, near MAHLO'tf, the last 
stop before HAHLOW on the railroad. Source could not recall the exact 
location of the building* At one of these meetings in the early part of 1956» 



Source met a superior of his handling agent, a Fnu _b§ had pre- 
viously taken part in the recruiting of Source at the prison in ZOSSEN. At 
this, same meeting, Source was given a special mission to take a roll of 35 
millimeter AGFA film to a letter drop located at BERLIN-Kreuzberg (US Sector), 
in a small park near the Prinzenstrasse U-Bahn station. The film was sealed 
in a small aluminum cylinder wrapped with friction tape. Source had to sign 
a form with the heading AUFTRAG (Mission) which contained all the details 
pertaining to .frhe mission including the exact location of the letter drop, 
a certain time for delivery, and a statement to the effect that Source would 
not tamper with the contents of the cylinder and that he would make a written 
report after the mission had been accomplished. Source deposited the con- 
tainer in a hole in the footing of a wooden bench at approximately 2300 hours 
date unknown, and later submitted a written report as previously directed. 
Source became ill after this last assignment and his next contact with the 
MfS was not until June 1956 when he was summoned to the MfS office in ZOSSEK, 
Wasserstrasse, number unknown. Source was told to go to BERLIN-Schoeneberg, 
(US Sector), Rudolf Wilder Platz, to attend the demonstrations in front of 
the Rathaus (City Hall) on the occasion of the anniversary of the 17 June 
1953 riots. Source was to submit a report on the speeches made by the FRG 
politicians, the number of people there and any other facts concerning the 
demonstration that might be of interest to the MfS. , Source went to the 
demonstration on 17 June 1956, but arrived late and missed the main speeches. 
Source extracted the details of the demonstration the following day from the 
West EERLIN newspapers and prepared a false report from this information. 
Approximately one week later Source met his handling agent at the house in 
BLANKENFELDE and presented the false report. The meetings from this time 
until the early fall between Source and his handling agent were very infre- 
quent due to the excuses Source made concerning business and the fact that 
Source was injured on one of his construction jobs. The missions assigned 
to Source during this period were of a very general nature. 

c. In the fall of 1956, Source, while convalescing from his accident, 
was contacted at home by his handling agent. They went to a restaurant and 
there Source was told to watch for any GDR residents who might have DM West 
in their possession. Source also received instructions to try to be recruited 
by any FRG intelligence agencies, Allied agencies, Agency B-VIII or Agency 
C-VIII. Source promised to do this but claims he never took any action to 
fulfill this promise. In late 1956 Source met his handling agent in MAfiLOW 
and was given another film to be delivered to a letter drop located at the 
footing of a bridge that crosses the TSTLOW Canal near the BERLIN-Lichter- 
felde (US Sector) railroad station. Source could not recall the euact 
location of the bridge but pointed out on a map of BERLIN a bridge that con- 
nects with Krahmerstrasse near Lichterfelde Schlosspark. Source accomplished 
this mission and later submitted s written report. Approximately one week 
after this trip to BERLIN (US Sector) Source was sent to the Lichterfelde 
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(US Sector) S-Bahn station to observe a man who was supposed to receive a 
letter or some papers from a female. Source was given a description of the 
man but was not given his name. Source went to the station but did not see 
any meeting between a woman and a man. Source reported this to his handling 
agent and was told that it was alright as the man had arrived safely in 
BERLIN (Soviet Sector). Source could not recall the description of the man. 
In February 1957 Source was given another film container to deliver to West 
BERLIN. Source became ill and never made an attempt to deliver the container. 
About three weeks later Source was contacted by his handling agent through 
the mail, arranging another meeting. At this meeting Souroe explained to his 
handling agent that he had not delivered the film container because on his 
attempt to do so he felt he was being observed and that it was best not to 
try to deposit it in the letter drop. Source then told how he had fallen 
ill soon after this attempt and for that reason he still had the container 
in his possession. Source* s handling agent told Source that he had done the 
right thing except that Source should have notified him that he was unable 
to perform his mission. The handling agent urged Source to find some excuse 
to report to a Western intelligence agency so that he could be recruited. 
Source explained that he could think of no reason to contact a Western agency 
and that he feared they would arrest him. His handling agent told him to 
work on a good story and to give it a try as soon as possible, 

d. In March 1957 Source received another mission for the MfS. He 
had to go to a certain house located at EERLIN-Neukoelln (US Sector), Heidel- 
berger Strasse and write down the names of any firms that were located there. 
The building had five stories and two or three side wings with factory and 
office space as well as apartments. Source does not recall the number of the 
house but remembers that one of the occupants there was the Domicus Klar, 
liquor firm. Source reported thi3 information to his handling agent and was 
given a list of ten West BERLIN names and addresses to verify by the name 
plates on the door. Source did not want to carry out this mission because 
he felt he would be endangering West BERLIN residents. Source made no attempt 
to fulfil this mission and missed a scheduled meeting with his handling agent 
approximately three weeks later. Source continued to avoid contact with his 
handling agent by ignoring the letters and calls that were made by his handling 
agent. Source used his new job as a truckdriver with the VEB Englehardt 
Brewery which kept him away from home until late in the evenings and sometimes 
two or three nights when on long trips in the GDR.

3. Payments made to Source by the MfS KD in ZOSSENi Source claims to 
have received approximately 400 DM East while working for the MfS. The pay- 
ments were usually in the amounts of five or ten DM East to cover travel and 
other incidental expenses. Source received larger payments of 40 to 50 DM 
East when he made the letter dropsdeliveries to Vest BERLIN. Source claims 
that hie payments were small because of his lack of cooperation with the 
MfS agents.

1, MfS liaison with the GDR Armyt 




2o Source, in his capacity as a political instructor, had an opportu- 
nity to observe MfS liaison with the GDR Army. Source stated that the MfS 
is responsible for all security affairs pertaining to any GDR army unit Q 
For this purpose the MfS maintains a special branch known as Department L 
As far as Source knows, the MfS has a branch office located in the compound 
of every military division or unit of comparable size* Furthermore, there 
is usually one liaison officer assigned to each regiment or corresponding 
unit. The MfS has no officers in units smaller than a regiment with the 
exception of specialized units such as engineer battalions. 

Jo Previously these liaison officers worked under cover. They wore the 
uniforms of thrii-respective units and were seen very seldom in the compounds* 
In fall 1956 the entire system was changed. The MfS had discovered that the 
soldiers mistrusted and feared the MfS officers and were afraid to report 
to them voluntarily. Beginning in the fall of 1956 the liaison officers 
were introduced publicly and all soldiers were told to report to their 
respective MfS liaison officer should they find any Western propaganda 
material in the compound or observe any sabotage or Western propaganda 
activities • The new system appears to be very successful* At the present 
time many soldiers voluntarily report to their respective MfS liaison of- 
ficers. 

4. Every military officer is responsible for reporting immediately to 
his superiors any Western political activities in his unit. The commanding 
officers of all military units have instructions to report to their respec- 
tive MfS liaison oTfficer at once if they hear of or observe, any activities 
or incidents that might involve a security risk for their unit3. For this 
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purpose, every MfS officer has one internal telephone number where he or 
hie assistants can be reached at any time day or night. It was rumoured 
that the MfS has many informants, including officer* as well as enlisted men, 
working for them in the unite. Since the MfS liaison officers do business 
with so many people, it is extremely difficult, if not impossible, to deter- 
mine who the informants are. Officers in charge of personnel files and 
employment contracts are in almost daily contact with the MfS liaison off- 
icer handling oases concerned with their unit* Source observed that the MfS 
cooperates closely with all officers in charge of military units down to 
company level.

The 
liaison officers wear the uniform of their respective units, but occasionally 
wear civilian clothes. 

7. Before fall 1956 there was rivalry among the military commanders, 
the party secretaries of the units, and the MfS officers, but since that time 
this rivalry apparently has ended by orders from higher authorities. At the 
present time party functionaries, military commanders, and MfS officers seem 
to be cooperating with one another on rather friendly terms. 

8. According to Source, the MfS employe civilians to conduct surveill- 
ances of military personnel during off-duty hours. According to the new 
system, MfS officers also attempt to establish personal relations with 
military officers and their dependents in order to keep them under better 
control. 

9. Source further added that until May 1957 every military u$it of the 
GDR Army had one Soviet advisor who was more or less superior to all other 
military officers. These advisors were abandoned in May 1957 with the 
exception of the tank regiment of the 6tb GDR Division stationed at PASEWALK* 
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Furthermore, there are two Soviet advisors, a Colonal and a Major, In the 
6th Division compound at PASEWALKo There ara also eeveral SoTlat officers 
of laaear rank who are atationed in the PASS WALK compound* Source atatad 
that the Soviets eupply the ataff of every GDR division with adviaors for 
nearly every Military eubject* fheae advisors ara mora or laaa superior 
even to the reapaotira ODE DiTiaion Commanders. The Soviets never directly 
interfere in the military affair* of the CDR Army, but will dieeuae problema 
with German oommandera froa time to time* All ordere and directives, al- 
though originated by the German commanding officers, hare to be approved by 
the respective Soviet adviaors before they can become effective. 

10. Source stated that he waa reaponalble for professional training 
and schooling, and oocaeionally had to make speeches on political subjects* 
Souroe 9 a main leoturea concerned tactics, the part of the masses and the 
individual in modern warfare, and aimllar aubjects. The directives for 
Source** work came from the Propaganda Of f ice of the GDR Army which is locat- 
ed in BEE LI If (Soviet Sector) 0 All professional schooling waa coordinated with 
the plana -of the SID during meetings with the SXD Central Committee in BERLIN 
(So>iet Sector)* In addition to the lectures given by Source, the members 
of the GDR Army had to attend lectures by Communist Party functionaries and 
FDJ (Freie Deutsche Jugend - Free German Youth) representatives. Source 
also had the further reaponsibili ty to influence membere of the GDR Army to 
remain in the aervice when their term of enliatment expi*ed 0

the extent of which is unknown. The individual ie required to write a state- 
ment of personal history, and during the final stage of the investigation 
is interviewed by members of the local SKD Krels Direction, who determine 
the final disposition regarding the individual's political reliability.

4. Dissimulation of MfS Department M memberships To dissimulate 
their MfS membership, MfS Department M employees are recorded as members of 
Department XII of the postal department. Their names are not listed in the 
personnel files of the local post office, but in the files of Department 
XII of the postal department at district level, address unknown. These 
individuals are issued normal postal department identification cards, upon 
which there is no indication of their MfS Department M employment, and re- 
ceive no MfS identification documents. 

5# Salary of MfS Department M members: In addition to a normal poa- 
tal employee salary, which was credited directly to Source's bank account, 
and which totaled approximately 250 DM East monthly. Source received an MfS 
salary, the amount of which was determined by the MfS rank she held, and 
her responsibility within the oeneorehip office. At the beginning of her 
MfS employment, Source held the rank of Corporal, and received 510 DM East 
monthly. After two (2) years of continual jemployment, her MfS ealary was 
increaeed to total 544 DM East monthly.

- 1. Operational authority and directive©: Supreme operational autho- 
rity and power to issue directives lies with the MfS Headquarters. All 
reports originating at a lover level are £x>x*&rded to Headquarters and 
ere directed to -the attention of the "Haupt Abteilung (Main Department) 
involved. Important decisions are made at the Main Department level; lesser 
decisions are made at the BV (Bezirksverwal tung - District Office) level, 
but no decisions may be made autonomously at the KV (Kreisverwaltung - 
Sub-office) level. Apprehensions and arrests must be cleared through a 
department chief at BV level; however, in extreme cases, retroactive clear- 
ance is permitted. Theoretically, all arrests are made by Section 3 of 
Department VIII (responsible for investigations, surveiEances , and arrests). 
Immediately Iter the arrest, the individual and all of his documentation 
and belongings is turned over to Department IX (responsible for interroga- 
tion of all individuals arrested by the MfS). In emergencies, any MfS 
agent has the legal power to arrest and interrogate anyone. An MfS agent 
does not need a Warrant of Arrest or a Search Warrant in order to make an 
arrest or conduct a search. In theory, the agent in charge should obtain 
these documents within 54 hours after the action has taken place. In 
practice, Warrants of Arrest are usually obtained, but Search Warrants are 
seldom bothered with. 

2. Informants: There are three (3) categories of MfS informants: 

a. Loyal Communists who work for ideological reasons; these 
informants are usually employed at irregular intervals on special missions 
and rarely receive compensation. The recruitment of this type of informant 
is usually done through the SED, which is informed of the type of informant 
desired by the MfS . The SED then summons an individual who will meet the 
necessary requirements, informs the individual what he is expected to do, 
urges him to cooperate, and then establishes contact between the individual 
and the MfS. 



b. Paid informants, not recruited under duress. Recruitment of 
this type of informant is done entirely by the MfS* The individual is shavi 
well screened and thoroughly investigated. This type of informant receives* 
a regular compensation, is generally considered to be a full-time employee 
of the MfS, and is often used as an investigator or is placed in a strategic 
position by the MfS. 

c. Informants recruited under duress, sometimes paid. The 
recruitment of informants under duress varies greatly, depending on the needi 
of the moment and the individuals and/or the agent involved, At^ times, the

procedure ia spontaneous; a wanted person is arrested, the opportunity for 
recruitment presents itself and is capitalized upon. Actual .criminals are 
generally promised nothing more than commutation of sentence if they 
successfully complete their mission. In another case, the EfS may want to 
employ a specific individual. If no other approach can be successfully 
made, a false case mil] he compiled against the individual and he *ill 
be arrested and unofficially charged. He will then be offered the alter- 
native cf cooperating with the MfS or of going to jail under false pre- 
tenses. Usually financial compensation is also offered in these ccses, 
along with commutation of possible sentence. If the individual refuses 
the offer of the MfS and attempts to make the affair public, he will be 
additionally charged with defamation of- a government agency. In all cases 
of recruitment, the informant is sworn to secrecy. In all cases of 
recruitment except those of loyal Communists working for ideological reasons, 
the individual is forced to *ign a document whfch statesthat he is an employee 
of the KfS before he actually does any work for the MfS. There is no spec- 
ial department within the MfS for recruitment of informants. Svery agent 
of the MfS is expected to make as many recruitments as possible, and at 
times, bonuses and awards are promised for excellent work in this field. 
All recruitments must be previously approved by MfS Headquarters and the 
SIS agents maintaining control over the BV. The only case where prior 
approval is not absolutely necesiary is when an agent thinks that the 
possibility exists for doubling back a ?/estern intelligence agent, and time 
does not permit any checks whatsoever. However, this situation is unusual ' 
end seldom arises. All informants are given cover names and kr.ow their . 
handling agent6 by cover names. Informants are generally met in restaurants, 
t theaters, on the street, and, in core important cases, in operational 
cover houses.

a. 7*hen an agent of the BY ERFURT needs a vehicle for operational 
purposes, he must submit a written application to his department chief. 
The chief approves the request by. signinr it and the request is then for- 
warded to the chief of the fcotor Fool. The chief of the Motor pool then 
cakes the necessary arrangements for assigning a vehicle and a driver to the 
agent. Requests are generally submitted 24 hours prior to the time when 
the vehicle is used. 

b. License plates used by the MfS BY 2RFCRT are usually normal 
civilian plates. There are the letters "LA", followed by two (2) blocks 
of two (2) number? each. For example a sample number might be LA 16-73. 
The numbers on tht plates are changed frequently at irregular intervale. 

5. Investigations, Arrests, Detentions, and Interrogations : Most 
investigations are conducted by members of Section 1 within Department VIII, 
who wear civilian clothes and usually operate under the pretense of being 
representatives of some governmental agency other than the MfS. All arrests 
are performed by member of Section 3 within Department VIII who also wear 
civilian clothes and operate under false pretenses. Theoretically, any 
individual who has been arrested must be arraigned within 24 hours, but 
this rule is seldom adhered to. Widespread knowledge in the GDR of the fact 
that pre-arraignment detention may be unlimited often ^ids the MfS in ob- 
taining quick cooperation from arrested individuals. As soon after arrest

or interrogation* However, within the BV ERFURT , there were certain ,f un~ 
written codes" pertaining to the handling of prisoners, which were atiheTexi 
to xsucb more closely than were the written regulations. According to the 
"ur.written codes" a prisoner was treated in accordance with his crime. 
If an individual was arrested under obviously false charges in order to 
recruit him, he vas generally well-treated. If an individual was arrested 
for a minor offense and was anparantly of little use to the IfifS, he was 
treated indifferently. Individuals arrested for major offenses such as 
economic sabotage or espionage could te mistreated without danger of re- 
primand fr^rn superiors. (£-3)

3. Whenever a suspect la taken by the MfS to the installation at 
Groasc Oder Straase, be is usually transported alone or with other erreeteee 
in a cloaed and guarded small truck to the main gate at number 67, where the 
vehicle drives into the covered paaaage way to unload then after the front 
gate has been closed. They are led by guards to the admission office on the 
ground floor of the administration building or west wing to the left of the - 
main gate* The prisoner la registered when he is admitted by personnel af 
Department XI?, and his belongings are Hated and taken from him* ill pepere f 
money and briefcases, etc*, are taken for safekeeping and examination* A 
receipt for thia property ia signed by the prisoner only when he is releaaed 
from custody. Prom the registration office the prisoner is usually taken 
by internal guards directly to the eaat wing or the email cell-block, and 
in most cases is placed initially in a solitary cell t at least until all 
important interrogationa and most of the investigation of hie case hare been 
accomplished by the Department IX of the MfS. Should the period needed for 
the MfS to ascertain the auapeet'a innocence be very brief, then the suspect 
is not moved to a larger cell* As aoon as no further md exists to keep 
the prisoner isolated for operational reasons, he is transferred into another, 
larger cell accomodating from two to four priaoners* Frequently , such a cell 
is also utilised operationally by Department IX by placing in it an informant 
in the guise of another prisoner and/or by placing hidden microphones into the 
cell to monitor the suspects' conversation. A few. days after admission, the 
prisoner is taken to one of the office rooms of the internal guard on tha 
eeooad floor of the east wing where he is photographed, fingerprinted and 
carded for the prisoners • files. 059g 

4. Interrogations of the priaoners usually take place on the third 
or fourth floor of the weat wing by agents of Department IX. These interro- 
gations vary in length, depending upon the nature of the case and the type 
of auapect. They are ueuelly conducted in the evenings or during the night 
especially in cases of stubborn suspects. They may, however, take place 
during the day, particularly if it ia desired to obtain information quiokly

In such a case, the prisoner may 
he utilized for odd jobe, always under guard 9 and may even obtain permission 
to take a bath on the ground-floor of the main oell-blook.. All other/ priae*-

A metal bucket serves 
as toilet facility for the prisoner or prisoners in each cell and are emptied 
and washed out twioe daily in the one cell for each floor designated for this 
purpose And equipped with water faucet and drain. One inmate of each cell is 
selected to empty the bucket under guard at a regular time. A low platform 
of wooden planks above the floor from one side of the call to the other and 
underneath the barred window serves as bunk for all inmates (there are appar- 
ently no double bunks) who sleep In their clothes in blankets Issued to them. 
TThen led from one building to another, or using the stairway in the east wing, 
steel doors have to be passed through oh each floor. These doors are always 
locked and guarded and hare to be opened by the guards to permit anyone to 
pass through* 

6. Vhan a suspect i« released because of his innocence or lack of 
evidence, he has to elgn An obligation certifying that he will not state to 
janyone his reason for arrest and detention or divulge any information concern- 
ing the detention facilities, treatment received or interrogations conducted. 
It is explained to him by an MfS agent that if he violates this obligation he 
is subjeot to prosecution. In most oases, where a prisoner la released In 
this manner, he is asked to agree to serve as informant of the MfS following 
ie release. Apparently, rery few prisoners refuse such a recruitment offer 
If or fear of being detained further. Many manage to postpone such a decision 
antll after their release, or if they accepted it, to avoid serving as

2. MfS Investigation Following the Refugee's Flight to West BERLIN t - 
The MfS had aoparently intercepted a letter from the refugee to his brother 
in LEIPZIG (US1891) which had been written by the refugee upon his arrival ^ 
in West BERLIN. On 26 November 1955. the Chief of the MfS sub-office WEIMAR,' 
a personal acquaintance of the refugee, visited the refugee's wife and in- 
quired regarding the refugee ' s present whereabouts, about the reasons for 
the refugee's flight and concerning his future plans regarding his family. ^ 
He indicated to the refugee's wife that it was her duty to assist in attempts^ 
to accomplish the refugee's return to the GDR. From 50 November 1955 until

4« On 6 December 1955t the Chief of the WEIMAR KfS office gave the 
refugee's wife sufficient funds to pay for her expenses for a trip to LEIPZIG 
to visit the refugee's brother and to arrange a trip for him to West BERLIfl 
to have bjm a^ain attempt to contact the refugee and return with him to 
the GDR. While briefing the refugee's wife for her trip to LEIPZIG the MfS 
official emphasized the point that the refugee was most probably still -in 
the Refugee Screening Center in BSRLIH-Karienfelde since refugees are not 
evacuated to the German Federal Republic until they have completed processing 
and have received political recognition. The refugee's wife was also in* . 
formed that the arrangements had been made for the refugee's brother to 
have a leave of absance for the trip to West BERLIN which the KfS had 
arranged. On 8 December 1955t the refugee's brother again inquired at the 
Refugee Screening Center in BrJRLIN-Marienfelde concerning the refugee. He 
was informed that the refugee had undergone the first phase of his processing 
(physical examination) but that he had not reported to any of the interview- 
ing agencies.On 10 December 1955, the refugee's brother reported this infor- 
mation to the Chief of the WEIMAR MfS office, who assumed that the refugee 
was still in West BERLIN. No further direct KfS attempts to re-defect this 
refugee are known to Source. However, the SED Kreis Administration 7/KI&AR 
had made attempts to re-defect the refugee. On 29 November 1955, the SED 
Kreis Administration WEIMAR interviewed the refugee's wife and arranged for 
her to travel to West BERLIN on 31 December 1955 to attempt to contact 
the refugee and to persuade him to return to the GDR.

4 January 1956 although she did not report that the refugee reacted faror- 
ably to her visit. In discussions with the refugee during this period, it 
wae decided by the refugee and his wife that the refugee 1 * wife would At- 
tempt to remain in the GDR until the refugee completed refugee processing. 
No indication of this was giren to GDK authorities. On 15 January 1956, 
the refugee's wife again came to West BERLIN to contact the refugee on be- 
half of the SED Kreis Administration, WEIMAR, and to attempt to persuade 
him to return to the GDR. Eowerer, the refugee's wife a^ain returned to 
the GDR without the refugee and explained that she and the refugee had 
serious disagreements and were not making definite future plans together.

1. On 19 August 1955, Source moved from RUESSELSHEIM (MA5738) to 
MIESDEN (VS1257) where he intended to join his wife. At _tha DRESDEN railroad 
station, Source was apprehended by two VoP8 (Yolkspoliaei - People's Police) 
and was brought by then to a small office located in the station* Here Sourc 
met two MfS men in civilian clothes who questioned Source ebout his previous 
employment with the OS Labor Service in BUESSELSHEIM « They questioned 
Source specifically about his former commanding officers, whose names they 
apparently already knew.

As soon as the courieiwat Headquarters had 
been briefed and returned to their home agencies, they informed the waiting 
KV couriers who wer/e briefed and returned to their home KV agencies. Cour- 
iers from the Aussenstellen (factory brand: offices) would be waiting, 
immediately briefed, and returned to their respective offices. This system 
was used for surprise actions, such as railroad., train checks and changes 
in border control policies. •W.'J.

Soriet Instructing officer visited the agency alaost every day to give in- 
fernal Instruction in how to investigate eases, how to sake reports, how to 
keep files, and how to do the e'dalnietrative work.

1. On the evening of 10 December 1955» approximately 175 *en assigned 
to MfS Headquarters In East BERLII participated in sabotage and counter- 
sabotage maneuvers in the vicinity of BEB9AU (TDO448) along the Autobahn 
(class 1 highway) • The problem consisted of three groups of approximately 
50 aen each dressed in Civilian clothing attempting to approach three bridges 
on the Autobahn Inconspicuously and to simulate an attempt to blow up each 
of the bridges* -Defensive forces in each case were groups of approximately 
7 men charged with the security of the bridge, checking and strictly control* 
ling all civilians in the 'wi&inity of the bridge. Additional fire power for 
each attacking group was simulated by assignment of one armored vehicle to 
each group. The attacking groups were unsuccessful because of premature 
identification and incautious approach to the bridges v revealing their 
intent.

1. The Abteilung Nachrichten (information Department) radio monitoring 
station located at the former air field at BEBLIN-Johanniethal (Soyie.t-Sec- 
tor), is believed to be responsible for monitoring the locating radio trans- 
missions within the CDS* There is usually one operator on duty at the *ta~ 
stion. The operators work a 48 hour tour of duty, alternating approximately 
four, hours listening with four hours sleep, and then have 48 hours free, 

2. Every mission, or monitored message, is entered in a log book that 
is essentially a writing pad with square-lined sheets. The information re- 
corded includes the station's call sign and other information, with which 
Source was not familiar or conversant. The pads are forwarded to the officer 
in charge when completed, usually by the operator who is being relieved: 

J. One monitoring check was performed in November 1953 as follows* 
the officer in charge called the s'.ation operator on duty, using the direct 
telephone line, and gave him three (3) code numbers, which were said by the 
officer to indicate t e frequencies of newly discovered amateur stations. 
The operator repeated the numbers, checked hie code lists, and adjusted the 
receivers to listen to a message being transmitted on the frequency given. 
After listening and adjusting the receivers for a few minutes, the operator 
made not<;s of the message overheard, also noting the exact times. He finally 
checked his receiver again for an exact adjustment, and then wrote down the 
frequency and direction code numbers, He then gave the information to the 
officer in charge over the telephone. The operator next called the stations 
at GOT HA (PB?045) and IfCHESf-LUCKAU (PE9406) (by radio) and gave them the code 
numbers he ha:? determined, ulso asking them for the code ncnbers they had 
determined. The operator explained that the other two stations had checked 
the new amateur transmitter simultaneously with his, and that by comparing 
the code numbers of the three stations it was possible to pinpoint the exact 
location of the station in question. 

4. The operator o f the station conducting the triangulation operation 
described in paragraph 1 stated that the tfachrichten section had located many 
stations by the technique descr bed, and that this was the true purpose of 
the station.

The State Secretariate for State Security (SfS) is often directed try the Soviet 
Intelligence to make an investigation by use of informants and the result of the 
investigation is then turned over to the Soviets, The Soviet Intelligence prefers 
to operate in such a manner that they remain in the background and do not come to 
the attention of the public, 

c. Interrogations : 

. SOURCE claimed to have assisted in three hundred (300) interrogations 

during the period he was aaployed as an interpreter. All interrogations toot 
place at the Soviet Intelligence and SfS prison in CH3WIT2. 

d. Techniques (Preliminary interrogation) 

Prisoner is brought to the Jail and locked In a solitary confinement 
cell. Then the Interpreter questions him concerning his personal history. This 
usually takes one-half hour. The prisoner is also told to writs his last *hh and 
testament which is then stamped with a German stamp in order that it will stand up 
in court. During this preliminary interrogation the Russian interrogator is 
seldom present. The prisoner is kept in solitary Confinement for a period of three 
to four weeks before he is interrogated in detail. He is permitted no visitors and 
receives no mail. During this period he is not permitted to sit down from 0600 
hours to 2200 hours. The furniture of the cell is very elementary, consisting of 
a latrine bucket and a hard bed. When he is permitted to lie down he is required 
to lay en his back with his hands outside the blanket. The prisoner is under 
observation at all times and during the day he is forced to pace up and down in his

Use of Interpreters: Interpreters are used by Soviet Intelligence. 
To illustrate this* the ease of SOURCE is used as an example. S0UKCE during his 
youth had resided in a neighborhood in CHEKNITZ where lived many Russian emigres. 
Bjjr his close contact with these people he learned the Russian language. After 
World Mar II* when the Russians moved into CHQfliITZ # a Russian major was quartered 
in his home. SOURCE and the major became quite friendly and the major offered 
him a job as interpreter with the Russian Kcmaandanture. In 1946* SOURCE was 
turned over to the Soviet Intelligence in CHKHKITZ where he became the chief 
interpreter and translator.

1. Main Department VIII surveyed the borders between the Soviet 
Sector and the French Seotor of BERLIN from 1 to 5 December 1955, to plan 
measures to be instituted in £he event of establishment of more stringent

a. The underpass of a bridge for the S-bahn (city rail line) 
located northwest of S-bahn station Wollankstrasse, where the rail line 
crosses the Panke, a stream approximately 25 feet wide, is to be used to 
provide a path of travel between the Soviet and French Sectors for MfS 
sources. A man walking along the banks of the stream cannot be observed 
readily on the French Sector side of the border, formed by the S-bahn line, 
due to being below ground level.

On the Soviet Sector 
side, bushes along the banks of the stream afford additional protection 
from observation. Direct line of sight communication is possible from the 
bridge on Kuehnemannstrasee over the Panke in the French Sector to the 
Bahnhpfatrasse bridge over the Panke iii the Soviet Seotor! making signal ling 
by flashlight possible Curing dark hours. In addition, Main Department

b. Another stream, the fford Graben, flows from east to west from 
BERUN-Wilhelmsruh (Soviet Sector) to BERLIH-Wittenau (French Sector), 
forming the border for some distance until it. reaches the S-bahn line, 
where the border then follows the latter. This stream flows at an approxi- 
mate rate of 35 - 40 centimeters per second, and the banks of the stream 
have been lined with paving stone, leaving no obstructions along the banks. 
This stream, approximately 22 feet wide and 7 feet deep, passes through a 
culvert approximately 6 feet wide under the S-bahn line. This stream is 

to be used to float messages from the Soviet Sector into the French Sector > 
by placing the messages in sealed containers such as bottles or bans.

1. On 21 October. 1955, SOURCE wa3 interrogated at Field Office Giessen, 
GI ESSEN MB7704, Germany, and gave the following information concerning SfS 
GLAUCHAU US2752, Besides Chemnitz, Modus Operandi: 

a. Recruiting: 

SOURCE had moved from BERLIN UU9220, Germany to Kreis GLAUCHAU. As 
soon as he arrived there he was contacted by the SfS, SfS informed SOURCE that 
they had intelligence that he had been active in BERLIN for them* SOUUCE was 
then instructed to commence work again. After being given small missions in the 
East, he was then told he would have to perform a mission in Weet Germany, 

b. Training: 

As SOURCE had proved to the SfS that he was a reliable individual when 
he acted as an informant in BERLIN, he was given no training or a trial mission. 

c. Payment: 

SOURCE was given 200 West DM and 200 East DM to finance his trip to 
West Germany. Money had to be receipted for. The amount of payment was deter- 
mined by figuring in cost of rail transportation from the DDR, air transportation 
back to DDR, and cost of meals and lodging. SOURCE also was to purchase from this 
sum his working material (magazines) and pay for one (1) telegram to his handling 
a <*ent. 

d. Transfer Disengagement and Disposition of Informants: 

SOURCE noved from BERLIN to Bezirk Chemnitz. In this connection, 
Bezirk Chasnlts was notified of SOURCE 1 a move and he was re-eraployed in CKEMNITZ, 
Kreis GLAUCHAU, Germany, as an informant. 



e. Communications:

SOURCE after receiving his Vest Mission verbally from Ms handling 
agent was instructed that as soon as he had 1 accomplished his mission to communicate 
with him by telegram. The telegram would be sent from the West to "Hugo SELTMANN, 
GLAUCHAU, Damaschkeweg 43 J! with the message: K0MME S0F0ST MUTTI KRANK, WALTER. 
This telegram would indicate to th? handling agent that SOURCE had accomplished his 
mission and was on his way v-ack to West BERLIN where he would meet him. The meeting 
place had been designated prior to SOURCE leaving the East Zone.

When SOJRCE arrived in Vest Germany, he was to accomplish his 
mission by posing as a door-to-door magazine salesman soliciting subscriptions. 

h. Border Crossings: 

SOURCE was furnished with false identification in order that he could 
p urchase an interzonal train ticket without arousing suspicion. As a result, the 
crossing was made in a legal manner. 

i. Handling Agent: 

While at IFA factory in HERRAHE, SOURCE 9 s handling agent was DIETRICH. 
SOURCE also met a SCHULZf? through DIETRICH who arranged a meeting with a Soviet 
Intelligence General and Colonel.

This is the normal 
method of recruiting persons with previous or pending criminal convictions. 
Persons recruited by this method are normally given the alternative of 
working for the SfS or being. put in prison. 

c. Appeal to political convictions. This method is often used 
in the recruiting of informants covering industrial and agricultural tar- 
gets within the GDR. Persons employed within enterprises under SfS sur- 
veillance are approached" on the basis of their demonstrated political 
reliability and encouraged to report on their fellow workerB. Source 
feels that appeal to political convictions is less effective in the re- 
cruitment of informants who are expected to carry on operations outside 
"the GDR. 

7* Source is Tsot well informed on the methods by which the SfS main- 
tains contact with informants operating outside the GBR; he believes, how- 
ever, that periodic personal contact between handling agent and informant 
is preferred to radio contact, secret writing, or other possible methods. 
Meetings with informants operating within tne GDR are referred to as

frequently abbreviate this to simply "I" when referring to informant 
meetings* Informant meetings preferably take place in a Of (Konsplrative 
Wohnung - Conspiratiye House), but in actual practice there are not enough 
KW's established in ROSTOCK to meet the demand. KW's are normally houses 
or apartments which are not directly owned by the SfS but are used for 
operational purposes by agreement with the owners. Source estimates that 
only about half of the informant meetings which take place in ROSTOCK are 
held in KW's; a few of the remainder take place in automobiles or on the 
street, but it is more usual to. meet, informants in cafes and restaurants 
when a Kl is not available. Written reports from informants are encouraged, 
though according to regulations such reports are supposed to be written 
during the meeting with the hiandling agent. In actual practice, however, 
written reports are usually prepared by th« informant in advance.

The old telephone number 63 64 68 was an 
indirect contact, necessitating contact through a third person* 

2* Main Department VIII is attempting to locate and utilise dead 
letter drops in Vest BERLIN, Two recommendations have been made for euch 
letter drops. One of them is based on the utilization of a former air 
raid defense bunker located in BEBLIN-Wedding (French Sector), close to 
the S-Bahn (city rail line) station Rumboldthain, This bunker is covered 
by dirt and rubble on three sides and on top. The fourth side, the one 
nearest the S-Bahn, is not fully concealed, and has a number of large 
cracks in it as a result of attempts at demolition. Pieces of concrete 
broken from the wall of the bunker still resting in the cracks can be 
removed, a letter or small package inverted in the space (approximately 
three to four inches wide), and the piece of concrete replaced, affording 
protection to the letter from the elements. A drawing of the letter drop 
near the S-Bahn station ffumboldthain will be submitted to Main Department 
VIII in the near future. The 6ther proposed letter drop is one of a gen- 
eral nature, utilizing the apace between advertising billboards and the 
window or wall behind. There are innumerable such billboards in West BSRLlk ♦ 
The plan consists of placing the message in a tube, inserting the tube 
behind a billboard, and then utilizing a carpenter^ measure to move the 
tube to such a point where it can be grasped by the fingers. This latter 
method has been received with gretitude in Main Department VIII because it 
affords use of a number of varied locations in West BERLIN for letter drops. 
A practice run on such lettet drops will be made in East BERLIN within the 
next fews days.

1. OSTELlBUIKx (H53/I77): The following information was obtained from 
source concerning the activities of the MSS in Kreis Osterburg, Land Saxony-Anhalt • 

a. During the time source was with the MSS in Kreis Osterburg, the MSS 
office was not divided into departments. The authorized strength as of December 
1950 was as follows: Bight (8) MSS agents and case officers (Operativarbeiter) t 
including the chief of the office, four (k) guards, one secretary, and one driver* 

b. All targets and cases were assigned to the MSS office in OSTERBUECr 
either from MSS Headquarters in HALLE (M52/D92) or directly from the MGB office 
responsible for the Kreis, If the MSS at Kreis level wanted to initiate an investi- 
gation, a request was forwarded to Land Hq for approval. All important cases were 
investigated personally by the case officers. Any cases to be investigated outside 
of the Kreis area had to be first approved by Land Hq/or the local MGB. 

c. The MSS Kreis Office had no direct relationship or liaison with the 
local government and administrative units. All local agencies, including all 
political parties, were targets of the MSS at Kreis level, 

d. No direct liaison existed between the local MSS offices and the SED 
at Kreis level* Penetration of the 3SU> at Kreis level was ordered by MSS Hq. in 
HALLE, The local MSS office had at least one informant in the SED Control Commission 
at Kreis level and this informant reported directly to the local MSS office. It 

is possible that this informant, whose name was known to Land Hq, also reported in- 
formation directly to Land Hq.. No SED functionaries were informed about the identity 
of MSS informants.

(6) Source had no knowledge whether or 'not the MGB recruited MSS 
agents as informants, but he was of the opinion that one MSS 
agent in every MSS Kreis office is an informant of the local 
MGB* 



g. The MSS recruits prospective agents mostly from the SED, local police, 
and governmental units. A selected candidate was obliged to fill out a questionnaire 
given to him by his immediate supervisor or at his or her place of employment. Se- 
lected persons are not aware at the time that they are being recruited for the MSS, 
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but* are of the opinion that they will b t e given a position with the Landesbehoerde 
Der Volkspolizei (People's Police At Land Level) in HALLE or a position with the 
• GDS. Before being questioned or interviewed by the MSS chief or one of the case 
officers, information concerning the candidate has already been received from the 
SED informants or from informants at the candidate's place of employment* This 
information mostly concerns the person's political beliefs, relatives, and close 
friends and associates. The Candidate is then interviewed by the Kreis MSS chief 
or by one of the case officers concerning the information the candidate had entered ♦ 
on his questionnaire. Prom the information received through this interview and 
information received from the MSS informants, a letter of recommendation is written 
by the interviewing officer* This letter of recommendation along with the candi- 
date's questionnaire and other personnel papers are sent to MSS Headquarters in 
HALLE. The propective agent's papers are re-examined at Land Headquarters and if 
the candidate has relatives residing at other cities in the GDS, a lead sheet is 
sent to the respective MSS office in order this office could investigate the rela- 
tives. The results of these investigations are forwarded directly back to MSS 
Headquarters in HALLE. After thoroughly investigating the applicant's background, 
MSS Headquarters in HALLE, after receiving an approval from the MGJB Headquarters 
in HALLE , approves the assignment to the MSS and assigns him or her to where ever 
they see fit* Usually a person is assigned to a Kreis which is not known to him 
or her. As of December 1950* no special training was given new MSS agents and the 
prime qualifications were of a political nature. It was preferred that a person 
be a pre- 1933 £P1> or a young anti-fascist ex-Soviet PCM. According to source, 
MSS Headquarters were depended on the Criminal Police to do most of the technical 
work, such as interrogations, fingerprinting, and etc. An operative was usually 
given the rank of VP Kommissar; the younger ones usually started at the rank of 
VP Meister. 

h. As December 1950, all training was in the hands of the Kreis MSS chief 
and his case officers. This training was supplemented by the local MGB officer. 
Usually the Kreis chief called a meeting once a month for all MSS personnel under 
his supervision, and at this time, he and his case, off icers gave instructions and 
advice on methods of operations* The local MSB came about twice a month and gave 
special instructions to MSS agants on operational matters. The MSS chief also re- 
ceived orientations at Land Headquarters once a montu which he was to pass on to 
the MSS personnel under ais command. 

i. Informants: 0978 

(1) Informants were usually selected from the ranks of trusted SEB 
members. Persons with a criminal record or convictions for a 
moral crime were also recruited as informants; persons arrested 
for a minor crime are forced to work as informants for MSS. 

■ 

(2) A selected informant was obliged to fill out a personal question- 
naire (Lebenslauf ) and furnish a recent picture of himself. The 
MSS chief reviewed the questionnaire and made a characterization 
of the person after interviewing the person. The informant was 
forced to sign a statement to the effect fcoat he would loyally 
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work for the GDR and never reveal uis work to any person. All 
papers were then sent to MSS Land Headquarters. Every name of 
a prospective informant was checked in the MGB Registry at Land 
level. 

(3) As December 1950, the local MGB approved the hiring of informants 
after the MGB files had been checked. The MGB could disapprove 
a prospective informant although MSS Land Headquarters had ap- 
proved. 

(k) Up to February 1950, informants were given numbers. After Feb- 
ruary 1950, cover names were assigned to ^acn informant. This 
cover name appeared on eacn informant's signed statement wnich 
is maintained at MSS Land Headquarters. The MSS Kreis chief 
maintained a roster of all informants by cover name and correct 
name. Eacn informant cnose his own cover name and it was changed 
only when the MSS chief learned that two (2) informants had the 
same cover name. All records pertaining to informants were 
maintained at Land Headquarters. 

(5) Informants wsre not paid regular salaries, rihen an informant 
reported something wfxicu was outstanding and reflected favor- 
ably on the MSS, the informant would receive a bonus from Land 
Headquarters through tne local MSS Office. Informants were re- 
imbursed for bus and train fares if tne expense was incurred in , 
the line of duty for the MSS. T ' 

(6) The MGB used their informant network to check on MSS informants. 
Each case officer or MSS chief filled out an informant control 
sheet monthly; a copy of this control sheet was forwarded directly 
to the local MGB office for examination. Control sheet contained 
meeting places, time of meetings, information reported on by in- 
formant, and missions assigned to the informant by the handling 
agent. 

j. Source, as chief of MSS in Kreis Osterburg, received 250 rn^rks per 
month in addition to ills regular salary. Eacn operative (Sachbearbeiter) received 
30 marks and the driver received 50 marks per montx. in addition to his regular salary. 
Each operative or chief was repaid for any official trips made during tne month. This 
was paid at the end of each month and the money was received from the Intendentur Dept. 
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In September 1950, Source was told At an operations meeting at MLIE that sources 
and informants would "be paid for important information submitted in written form 
signed ,by the source. The sources or informant would he paid by Land Headquarters 
through the local MsS office. 

k. Modus Operandi in investigations: 

(1) Subject of investigation was not to know toat ne was under investi- 
gation by tne MSS or that he was even under suspicion* 

(2) The following points were usually covered during the investigation: 

(a) Subject's background from birt±i up to the present date; to in- 
clude any military service, and any criminal or moral record. 

(b) Places of employment. 

(c) Relatives; including background data on each relative. Emphasis 
was placed on determining if suspect had relatives residing out- 
side the (HSR and tne political proclivities of those relatives 
residing in the GBR. 

{d) Associates; particularly those associates who did not belong 
to the SBD or belong to an organization not in sympathy with 
the GDR. 

(e) Travels; special stress was placed on travels to West Berlin 
or West Germany. 

(f ) Salary; ascertain whether or not the suspect was living above 
his means, 

(g) Determination of Suspect's weak points and strong points . 

(h) Determination of what restaurants, cafes, and night clubs were 
frequented by Subject, 

(i) Attempt to identify all of Subject 1 * visitors, particularly 
those visitors from out of town. 

(j) During the investigation, the investigating agent was to re- 
cruit one of Subject's enemies in order that thi3 enemy of 
Subject would report all information known to him concerning 
Subject. 
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(3) The following places were sources of information for an in- 
vestigation: 

(a) All local governmental and administrative units; including 
all police units, trade unions, etc* 

(b) MSS informants and SEP functionaries* 

(c) Neighborhood checks. Non-sensitive neighborhood checks 
were performed by the local criminal police. Important 
cases were worked by a MSS operative* 

(d) Technical coverage was used in complaint type cases* Techni- 
cal coverage was authorised by the local Amtsgericht until 
1950; since then the MSS at Kreis level was given authority 
to place technical coverage on anyone whom the local MSS 
office deemed necessary. 

(e) Informants of the MSS occasionally discreetly had the Sub- 
ject fill out a questionnaire under the pretense of re- 
ceiving a more important job. This gave the MSS informant 
cause to question SUBJECT on things which cou^d not be veri- 
fied during the investigation* 

1. Technical coverage: While Source was chief of the Osterburg MSS 
office, no technical facilities were available for technical coverage. 

(1) Hail was either brought to the MSS office by the local postmaster, 
or the interested case officer went to the post office for the 
intercepted mail. All mail was usually opened in the present of 
the postmaster and one MSS agent. As of December 1950, the 
Osterburg office depended on private photo shops or the MSS 
office in STSFQAT- to have any photostats made. 

(2) Technical coverage on telephone or telegraph communication was 
performed by the local telephone and telegraph office. Results 
of this coverage was brought directly to the MSS chief by the 
chief of the local telephone office. 

ra. Interrogations: . Interrogations were usually done by former criminal 
policemen who had a great deal of experience in this type of work, iiiacn office, 
such as the Osterburg office, was authorised one experienced interrogator. In 
OSTERBURG, each MSS agent interrogated persons pertaining to their respective cases. 
A preliminary interrogation was made at Xreis level and if the case was extremely 
important, the suspect was sent to HALLS where he was Interrogated in detail by ex- 
perienced interrogators. No special methods were employed at the Osterburg Office 
in the interrogation of suspects # Each MSS agent was responsible for the results 
of his interrogations and he was responsible for extracting the necessary informa- 
tion the best he could* 0981 
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n. Arrests and treatment of prisoners: Most suspects were arrested 
by the local criminal police and turned over to the MSS. Persons involved in 
sensitive cases were arrested by MSS agents without the knowledge of any local 
government officials. The prisoners were interrogated in the local MSS offices 
or sent to HALLE . No prisoner could receive visitors or write to anyone* No 
one was to know that he was being held in the local MSS prison. Arrest warrants 
were approved by the local courts. Usually the local judge was a MSS informant. 
Instructions to arrest a suspect usually came from MSS Headquarters in HATJiK, 
House searches could be made without a search warrant; nowever, all searches 
were conducted in the presence of one witness. 

o. MSS Courts: The MSS had a special court with special judges for 
the trying of MSS cases* The judges numbered from one to five (5) and no sen- 
tences were given out under one year. 

p. (1) Due to Source's long abs sue q from the MSS office, he could no 

longer remember in detail the exact c<~ses which were run by his 
office. Source stated that at the beginning of the MSS, about 
80$ of all cases originated from the local MGB and the remainder 
from MSS Land Headquarters. In December 1950, the percentage 
of cases from the local MOB and from Land Headquarters were 
about equal. He is of the opinion that presently of the 
cases are directed by MSS Headquarters in HALLS. HeportB were 
typed in four (^) copiesioriginal and one copy was held by 
the local office until court proceedings were ready, then the 
original #as sent to HALLE who in turn forwarded it to the re- 
sponsible court. One copy was forwarded direct to the local 
MGB office and one copy to MSS Headquarters in HALLS. All 
papers pertaining to a certain case w^re forwarded to HALLE ; 
even the copy, whic^i was held by the local MSS office, was 
later forwarded to MSS Land Headquarters. The local office 
could recall a dossier from HALhB if further investigation was 
desired on a case wuich was previously considered closed. The 
dossier of every case is registered under a cover name and not 
the name of the person under investigation. In O^iEHSUEG, each 
case officer was assigned p^rt of the alphabet and all cases 
falling under his letters were his responsibility. Investi- 
gations were conducted as outlined in sub-paragraph l-K above.

Each person parti- 
cipating in a courier run is armed with either a Belgian FN 7.65 
pistol or a Walther PP # The courier always traveled in a MSS 
vehicle. Whenever a MSS office becomes under atrength, only a 
MSS officer and a chauffeur goes on a courier run.

1951» the MSS office in OSTBRBURQ- has been using a teletype machine. Kreis MSS 
office can contact any MSS office in the GDR by teletype* All messages going out 
by teletype are coded. All messages are coded and decoded by the MSS chief who 
keeps and maintains the code book. No teletype was utilized in 0ST3HBUHG at the 
time Source was chief of this office.

u. Vehicles: All MSS vehicles for Land Saxony-Anhalt are delivered

the HALLE area begin with SN10, SN 11, and Stf 12. It is possible to mistake a MSS 
car for a privately owned car from the HALLE area.
